One of the Girls Attacked Asks

Searchers: for Arch Ransom. the negro 
who attacked three women Monday 
near Valles Mines, Jefferson County, 
52 miles south of 8t. Louis, have as 
yet found no clew to his whereabouts. 

The posses, which began Searching 
Monday night, are stil] hunting, deter- 
mined to take the negro’s life. Proba- 
bly 500 men are in the hills, on the 
roads,-everywhere within a radius of 5 
miles of the mines, on watch for the fu- 
gitive. They believe he ts in the neigh- 
borhood. 

The man was thought to be Surround- 

ed six times Tuesday njght. <A number 
of shots were fired each time, but fear- 
ing that one of their comrades might be 
the object of the fusillade the pursuers 
of the. negro ceased firing and awaited 
the coming of daylight when the negro 
could not be found. Government 
boats at Festus are being watched in 
the hope that among the many negroes 
employed there the fugitive may be 
found. 
' Effie Moore, the 13-year-old girl 
whom Ransom struck with a stone, 
pleads that he be captured and 
burned at the” stake. She insists 
that she would, like to see him 
burning. Her sister, Lizzie, is more 
moderate, as is Miss Celia Elelauer of 
De Soto, who was also injured. These 
two want to see him shot. 


Girls Tell of Attack. 


Lizzie Moore, the older sister, told of 
the assault to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Tuesday afternvon.* Her story was cor- 
roborated in detail by Effie ee and 
Miss Emelauer. 

“We had gone to the Finney spring 
to get a <drimk of water,’ said Miss 
Moore, “having been berrying. We had 
several biscuits and a little lunch andg 
decided to rest. We had sat there for 
some time when the negro came up. He 
stayed around for a while and then he 
spoke insultingly to us. He picked me 
out for the object of his attack. ) 

“He came up to me‘and caught me by 
the throat and choked me and threw me 
down. I fought him for all I was worth 
and my sister, Effie, came to my rescue. 
She spilled the berries we had gathered 
in a galvanized bucket and struck him 
over the head with the bucket. 

“He had rocks in his hanks and threw 
one of them at Effie, hitting her in the 
eye and cutting a big gash.’’

SOUGHT RECONCILIATION 





Woman's Refusal to Listen to 
Plea Was Quickly Fol- 
lowed by Murder. 





Mrs. Gatsie Woods, who lived with ner 
father, Eimo B. Simmons, at 18% South 
Sixth street, was shot and killed by her 
husband, William Woods, at the 
home of her sister, Mrs. P. Thomas, at 
411% Dauphin street, Mo , Ala., Tues- 


day night. Mrs. Woods had gone to 
Mobile three weeks,ago on a visit. 

Woods. left St. Louis last Saturday 
night to seek a reconciliation\with his 
wile, from whom he had been separated 
for more than three months. He saw 
her, but when she refused te Meten to 
her. ; tnd when she refused to listen to 
him he drew a revolver and shot “her 
twice. 

Mrs. Woods sank unconscious to the 
floor.. Her sister, who was attracted by 
the shots, ran to her aid. The wounded 
wonsan attempted to speak, but sank 
back on the floor and died. 

After the shooting Woods calmly 
Placed his revolver in his pocket, de- 
liberately lighted a cigar and walked 
away. The Mobile police were at 
once informed of the tragedy and in- 
stiiwted a search for the murderer. 

Woods was captured by: the Mobile 
police about noon Wednesday in the 
south portion of the city known as 
Choctaw Point. Hé was asleep in the 
rear of a saloon. He answered to his 
name when the police called him. The 
tell-tale coat with the crepe band on the 
sleeve, the only mark which had been 
given as means of identification, was 
under his head and a copy of the morn- 
ing newspapers was at his side. The 
pages were turned in such a way as to 
shaw that he was reading* of the crime. 

Woods denied that there had been a 
winess to the Killing. At the police 
Station he waned to sleep and seemed 
then to. ie under the influence of a 
drug. While the newspaner men were 
questioning him he fell asleep on his 
cit. He said, however, that he had not 
gone more than three blocks from the 
scene of the crime during the night and 
had even been in ei very house part 
of the ight. 

Gatsie Woods was Stacoets 20 yéars 
old when she met her death. Two 
years ago in June she was secretly 
wed to Woods, Who was nearly 10 
vears her senior. Her father, Elmo B. 
Simmons, was at that time a police- 
man attached to the Central District 
Station. 

Gatsie was ‘his favorite daughter 
and he had never met Woods at that 
time. She was not of age, but ap- 
peared older, and they had no diffi- 
culty in obtaining a license. They 
were married by Justice Cronin, and 
when they returned to the Simmons 
home and “told that they were marricd, 
they were freely forgiven. They 
made their home with Mr. Simmons 
tor several months.

MAYFIELD, Ky., Aug. 1.—On a scaf- 
fold erected before the trial started, 
Allen Sievers, alias Mathias, a negro 
who had pleaded guilty to an assault on 
Ethel McLain, a young white girl, was 
hanged tonight in the presence of 5000 
citizens. - 

Sievers’ neck was broken on the first 
drop, but he was pulled’up and let down 
three times. At the drop the crowd sent 
up a cheer that cold be heard all over 


the town and that did not die out for 30

Groves said the condition was the worst 
the town had yet experienced. The 
service had been poor for five or six 
weeks, but this» was the first time that 
it had failed entirely.

A hundred employes of the Louisville 
& Nashville Railroad are guarding the 
crossing at Fifteenth street, East St. 
Louis, where an attempt was made 
Tuesday night by mén in the employ 
of the McKinley Syndicate to lay trol- 
ley tracks across the railroad tracks. 
Two engines are at hand ready to be 
run upon the crossing and be ditched if 
another attempt is made .to lay tracks. 

The efforts of the McKinley Syndicate 
to lay the tracks under cover of dark- 
After the rail- 
road tracks had been torn up.an engine 
was ditched on the crossing and L. & 
N. forces drove the McKinley men away 
and relaid the railroad tracks. 

For an hour there was intense excite- 
ment and ‘feverish rushing of men to 
the scene. There were a number of 
encounters and shots -were fired, but 


‘nobody was seriously injured. , 


The ajtempt to lay a crossing with- 
out the permission of the L. & N. was 
made at night, in the expectation that 
the railroad cempany would be caught 
unawares, as the electric line has not 
been constructed up to the railroad 
yet. Under the direction of Superin- 
of Construction R. D. Smith 


and his assistant, James Wood, a train 
was loaded with employes and ties and 
Other equipment at Edwardsville and 
taken over the tracks of the East St. 
& Suburban line to the Thir- 
teenth street crossing of the L. & N. 
From there the ties and equipment 
were carried by the men to Fifteenth 


Tracks Blocked, Cars Tied. 

At Fifteenth street there is a main 
‘rack and two switches. Piles of ties 
were placed On the main track east 


and west of Fifteenth street. Ties vere 
also jammed under coal cars standing 


‘on the switches and the brakes of these 
| were tied, 


These precautions having been taken 


to prevent interference, the McKinley 


/ men set to work tearing up the tracks 
' on the crossing.

prised of what was going on through a 
bungie in a presumed attempt to cap- 
the watchmen and tie them.

McCord awakened Dep- 
uty Sheriff Cashell, who lives near, 
and his brother. Steve Cashell,*who is 
cashier of the L. & N. .Devuty Cash- 
ell commanded that the work cease. 
Baer, Steve Cashell and R. D. Smith 
got into a scrimmage and Smith was 
pushed off the railroad. 

At that juncture an engine was heard 
approaching from .the west. Baer ran 
in that direction to try to ston it be- 
fore it ran into the pile of crossties, 
but was not quick enough. The engine 
struck the crossties, but was not de- 
railed. 

Section men on the engine removed 
the ties and Frank Carter, the engineer, 
ran to the crossing and ditched the en- 
gine in the gap that had been made by 
the removal of the tracks. 

Track Was Relalid. 

Another engine came along from the 
oposite direction. The section men re- 
moved the pile of ties on that side of 
the crossing and the engine ran in ona 
switch. Two incoming freight trains 
were flagged in time to prevent acci- 
dents. 

By that time the L. & N. had as 
many men as the McKinley people and 
the latter, seeing that nothing could 
be done without a battle, withdrew. 
The L. & N. men relaid the track that 
had been torm up and the ditched en- 
gine was replaced on the rails. 

One of the switch tracks was fixed, 
however, so'that one of the engines 
could be ditched om the crossing at a 
moment’s notice. The other engine is 
held in readiness to push coal cars on 
the crossing. 

The Alton, Granite City & St. Louis 
Electric line and the East St. Louis & 
Suburban line have had trouble with 
the L. & N..about crossings. The Al- 
ton line was prevented from crossing 
the railroad tracks at Seventh street. 
When the East St. Louis & Suburban 
acquired this line it fell heir to the 
crossing trouble. Electric line tracks 
are constructed up to the_ railroad 
tracks on both sides at Seventh street, 
but passengers have to leave one car 
and walk across the railroad track to 
the other, Me

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The capture of James Duffy, alias 
Frank Williams, in Chicago completes 
one of the best pieces of detective work 
ever done by the St. Louis department. 
Duffy is the last to be captured of four 
men charged with a murder which af- 
forded a notable mystery. 

Early in the morning of Dec. 15, 1903, 
four men entered the Erie House, 
Fourth street and Clark avenue, and 
commanded the night clerk, George 
Harding, to open the safe. The men 
were all armed with. revolvers and 
threatened to kill Harding. 

Harding refused to open the safe and 
resisted the attack of the four men, 
who pownced upon him and began beat- 
ing him over the head with their re- 
volvers. Harding’s cries for help as 
he fought with the robbers attracted 
Victor Dausson,- a chef, who was a 
guest’at’ the hotel. Dausson hurried to 
assist Harding. 

For several minutes Harding © and 
Dausson struggled with the robbers un- 
til Harding was beaten into uncon- 
sciousness.

that he died a day later.

Harding hovered between life and 
death for a month, but finally recovered 
sufficiently to be able to furnish the 
detective department with descriptions 
of the four robbers. Detectives Keely, 
Cordell, Cremin and Finan, who had 
been assigned to the case, recogpized in 
the descriptions given by Harding four 
noted crooks, all of whom had served 
penitentiary sentences for burglary and 
robbery.

A search for the four suspects showed 
that all had left the city. In the mean- 
time-it was given out by the detectives 
that the identity of the Erie House 
murderers was a complete mystery, and

Others 
have descended into abandoned mines, 
have surrounded negroes’ homes and 
frightened the tenants nearly to death. | 
Those on horses jog along with rifles 
or shotguns lying across their saddles. 
They generally go in twos and threes, 
but single hunters for the negro’s life 


| are frequent. 


At night a man may hardly leave his 
home without being challenged. 

‘Have they found ‘im yet?” is the 
query of every man in a radius of ten 
miles when he meets another. ‘Well I 
hope they’ll git im. I’m out for that 
myself. I’ve been out all night:and Pll 
be darned if I'll go to bed until I know 
he’s took. I’m mighty afeard he’s not 
in these woods, but if he is there’s only 
one thing to do and that’s to let ‘im have 
it good. 
“T know blame well,” continues the 
wayfarer, ‘‘that if I ever get one shot 
at ’im there ain’t no need of no posse 
huntin’ ‘imi no longer.

The scene in and around Valle’s mines 
as the posses work is strange to the 
person who never before saw a man- 
hunt. It resembles the operations of 
the Ku Klux, the Whitecaps and other 
such organizations when they seek an 
offender. 
The hills are swarming with armed 
men. Young boys carry revolvers, rifles 
and shotguns and none is afraid to ven- 
ture into the deepest solitudes of the 
woods to find the negro. 
They are eagerly watching and anx- 
ious to catch the chance for a shot, 
and every one asserts that he will shoot 
to kill. They have had much practice 
with weapons. 

Searching Old Mines. 
Many men are patrolling the hills, the 
woods, the roads, on horseback. Others 
|have descended inte abandoned mines, 
have surrounded negroes’ homes and 
frightened the tenants nearly to death. 
Those on horses jog along with rifles 
or shotguns lying across their saddles. 
They generally go in twos and threes, 
but single hunters for the negro’s life 
are frequetit. 
At night a man may hardly leave his 
home without being challenged. 
‘‘Have they found ‘im yet?” is the 
query of every man in a radius of ten 
miles when he meets another. “Well I 
hope they'll git ‘im. I’m out for that 
myself. I’ve been out all night and Ill 
be darned if I'll go to bed until I know 
he’s took. I’m mighty afeard he’s not 
in these woods, but if he is there’s only 
one thing to do and that’s to let ‘im have 
it good. 
+ “fF know blame well,’”’ continues the 
wayfarer, ‘‘that if I ever get one shot 
at ‘im there ain’t no need of no posse 
huntin’ ‘im no longer. Fer ef I don't 
kill ‘im I'll sell the farm and 
the country.” : 
Men endure lonely outpost duty, 
waiting on horseback and afoot in 
the brush and timber for the appear- 
ance of the negro. They expect that 
hunger will drive him: from his hiding 
place and that he will be desperate, 
but nobody expresses fear. 

At one time Tuesday afternoon seven 
tired, sleepy, worn men sat on the plat- 
form at the Valle’s Mines depot. And 
out of the hip pocket of each there 
bulged. a revolver. Four of them, in 
addition to the pistols, held rifles in 
their hands. This was the condition at 
every station for many miles. 

Freight trains are being stopped and 
even passenger trains are searched, in 
the hope that Ransom might be on one 
of them. The river, which is not far 
away, is being patrolled. 

The attack has excited the terror of 
women and children. Not a woman or 
girl is seen more than a few feet from 
her home. 


“WILL DIE ON TRACKS,” 
Note From Penitent Wife 
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| A hundred employes of the Louisville The capture of James 
& “Nashville Railroad are guarding the 
crossing at Fifteenth street, East St. 
Louis, where an attempt was made 
Tuesday night by \men in the employ 
of the McKinley Syndicate to lay trol- 
ley tracks across the railroad tracks. 
Two engines are at hang ready to be 
run upon the crossing and be ditched if 
another attempt is made to lay tracks. 

The efforts of the McKinley Syndicate 
to lay the tracks under cover of dark- 
; ness were not sucgessful. After the rail- 
road tracks had been torn up an engine 
was ditched on the crossing and L. & 
N. forces drove the McKinley men away 
,and relaid the railroad tracks. 

For an hour there was intense excite- 
ment and feverish rushing of men to 
the scene. There were a: number of 
€ncounters and shots wére fired, but 
nobody was seriously \injured. 

The attempt to lay a crossing with- 
out the permission of the L. & N. was 
made at night, in the expectation that 
the railroad company would be caught 
unawares, as the électric line has not 
been constructed up to the railroad 
yet. Under the direction of Superin- 
tendent of Construction R. D. Smith 
and his assistant, James Wood, a train 
was loaded with employes and ties and 
Other equipment at Edwardsville and 
-taken over the tracks of the East St. 
‘Louis & Suburban Hne to the Thir- 
teenth street crossing of the L. & N. 
From there the ties and equipment 
-were carried by the men to Fifteenth 
‘street. 

Tracks Blocked, Cars Tied. 

At Fifteenth street there is a main 
track and:> two switches. Piles of ties 
were placed on the main track east 


/and west of Fifteenth street. Ties were 
also jammed under coal cars standing 
on the switches and the brakes of these

These precautions having been taken

Duffy, alias 
Frank Williams, in Chicago completes 
one of the best pieces of detective work 
ever done by the St. Louis department. 
Duffy is the last to-be captured of four 
men charged with a murder which .af- 
forded a notable mystery. 

Early in the morning of Dec. 15, 1903, 
four men entered the Erie House, 
Fourth street and Clark avenue, and 
commanded the night clerk, George 
Harding, to open the safe. The men 
were all armed with revolvers and 
threatened to kill Harding. 

Harding’ refused to open the safe and 
resisted the.attack of the four men, 
who pounced upon him and began beat- 
ing him over the head with their re- 
volvers. Harding's Gries for help as 
he fought with the robbers attracted 
Victor Ddusson, a»*chef, who was a 
guest*at the hotel. Dausson hurried to 
assist Harding. 

For several minutes Harding and 
Dausson struggled with the robbers un- 
til Harding was beaten into uncon- 
sciousness. One of the robbers then 
seized a sledge hammer from behind 
the clerk’s desk and beat Dausson so 
that he died a day later. 

The safe was then broken open with 
the sledge hammer and $168.05 was stol- 
en. The robbers escaped and it was 
several hours later when the two un- 
eonscious forms were found. 

Hiarding hovered. between life and 
death for a month, but finally recovered 
sufficiently to be able to furnish the 
detective department with descriptions 
of the four robbers. Detectives Keely, 
Cordell, Cremin and Finan, who had 
been assigned to the case, recognized in 
the descriptions given by Harding four 
noted crooks, all of whom had served 
penitentiary sentences for burglary and 
robbery.

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Kentuckians Witness Trial and 
Execution of Negro With- 


in an Hour, 


MAYFIELD, Ky., Aug. 1.—On a scaf- 
fold erected before the trial started. 
Allen Sievers, alias Mathias, a negro 
who had pleaded guilty to an assault on 
Ethel McLain, a young white girl, was 
hanged tonight in the presence of 5000 
citizens. - 

Sievers’ neck was broken on the first 
drop, but he was pulled up and let down 
three times. At the drop the crowd sent 
up a cheer that could be heard all over 
the town and that did not die out for 30 
minutes. His body was taken to the 
Courthouse yard; where the peopie 
viewed it. : 

After the body was cut down there was 
talk of burning it, but this was nega- 
tived. It was reported that his fingers 
were cut off and his tongue cut out, 
but this could not be verified. 

Sievers was taken from the Paducah 
Jail Saturday night and placed ih Jail at 
Louisville. ° 

He arrived here at 6:40 tonight guard- 
ed by the Hopkinsville State Guards. 
which were re-enforced at the local sta- 
tion by the Mayfield militia. A crowd 
of 3000 met. the train and a clash fol- 
lowed. John Dismukes and Dr. M. W. 
Rozell, prominent citizens, received bay- 
onet wounds, but were not seriously 


urt, 

Circuit Judge R. J. Bugg. prasided 
at the trial, which was held in the 
Circuit Courtroom, the soldiers stand- 
ing guard. The accused entered a 
Plea of gullty. / 

The jury was out 13 minutes, and 
when the Verdict of ‘death was read, 
the courtroom changed from breath- 
less silence to pandemonium. The 
Judge rapped for order, but the crowd 
paid little heed, cheering as they foi- 
lowed the prisoner and soldiers to the 
scaffold. 

Hundreds of tickets had been issued 
to the hanging before the negro ar- 
rived, but no attention was paid to 
cards of admission.

OUT OF WATER 


Famine in County N ow Affects 
All the Towns—Offi- 
clals Silent. 


The water famine in St. Louis County, 
which was abated for several days, re- 
turned Tuesday night and Wednesday 
morning in more vitulent form that 
ever. There has been no water in Kirk- 
wood since 10 o'clock Tuesday night and 
none in Clayton sice 9 a. m. 

The supply bega to fail in Webster 
Groves Tuesday night, and by Wednes- 
day morning the pressure had run down 
from 9) pounds to 5 pounds, and all the 
water that could be obtained was a 
feeble drip in the lower parts of town. 

City Clerk L. B. Ripley of Webster 
Groves said the condition was the worst 
the town had yet experienced. The 
service had been poor for five or six 
weeks, but this was the first time that 
it had failed entirely. 

He had received no explanation from 
the officers of the West St. Louis Water 
& Light Co. He had, in fact, he said, 
grown tired listening to them, having 
found that’no credence could be given 
to their statements or promises. 

At the office of the water company a 
stenographer answered all calls and said 
that nmoen of the officers of the com- 
pany were there and she did not know 
when they would return. She said the 
company had received no complaints of 
anything being wrong with the water 
supply ad she supposed it was. all right. 

The fallure of the supply this time 
seems to be general all over the county, 
and there is no way of telling how long 
the famien will continue.

He got 
away and telephoned to the vardmas- 
ter to send men and engines. When 
Baer, McCord and Dougherty got back 
to the crossing they found men tear- 
ing uv the tracks. % 

Baer ran in among them and fired 
five shots and the men fell back, but 
resumed work. McCord awakened Dep- 
uty Sheriff Cashell, who. lives near, 
and his brother. Steve Cashell, who is 
cashier of the L. & N. Devuty Cash- 
ell commanded that the work cease. 
Baer, Steve Cashell and R. D. Smith 
got into a scrimmage and Smith was 
pushed off the railroad. 

At that juncture an engine was heard 
approaching from .the west. B2er. ran 
in that direction to try to stop it be- 
fore it ran into the pile of crossties, 
but was not quick enough. The engine 
struck the crossties, but was not de- 
railed. 

Section men on the engine removed 
the ties and Frank Carter, the engineer, 
ran to the crossing and ditched the en- 
gine in the gap that had been made by 
the removal of the tracks. 

. Track Was Relaid. 

Another engine came along from the 
oposite direction. The section men re- 
moved the pile of ties on that side of 
the crossing and the engine ran in on a 
switch. Two incoming freight trains 
were flagged in time to prevent accli- 
dents. 

By that time the L. & N. tad as 
many men as the McKinley people and 
the latter, seeing that nothing could 
be done without a battle, withdrew. 
The L. & N. men relaid the track that 
had been torn up and the ditched en- 
gine was replaced on the rails. . 

One of the switch tracks was fixed, 
however, so that one of the engines 
could be ditched on the crossing at a 
moment's notice. The other engine is 
held in readiness to push coal cars on 
the crossing. 

The Alton, Granite City & St. Louis 
Electric line and the East St. Louis & 
Suburban line have had trouble with 
the L. & N. about crossings. The Al- 
ton line was prevented from crossing 
the railroad tracks at Seventh street. 
When the East St. Louis & Suburban 
acquired this line it fell heir to the 
crossing trouble. Electric line tracks 
are constructed up to the -railroad 
tracks on both sides at Seventh street, 
but passengers have to leave one car 
and walk across the railroad track to 
the other.

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—A cable dispatch 
from Venice says: 

Henry White, American Ambassador 
to Italy, had none too pleasant an ex- 
perience yesterday with Italian “customs 
officials. Mr. White had been stopping 
at Cortina, just across the Austrian 


border, and left early yesterday by car- 
riage for Pleve de Cadore in Italy. 

The Italian Custom House on the road 
is established at Chiapuzzi, four miles 
from Cortina. On arriving there the 
Italian customs officers ordered the Am- 
bassador to take all his baggage from 
the carriages and open it for inspec- 
tion, 

Mr. White informed the officials who 
he was and said his position exempted 
him from such formality, but the of- 
ficers were obdurate. A somewhat heat- 
ed distussion ensued. 

Mr. White finally decided to telegraph 
to the Minister of Foreign Affairs at 
Rome.

Imperial Government Prepar- 
ing to Establish Organiza-. 
tion of 1,000,000 Men. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Lieut. Don- 
ald Stewart Jr. of the British army, 
who served under Lord Kitchener dur- 


ing the Egyptian campaign at Khar- 
toum, and who was recently appointed 
in the Chinese army by Sinim Order ot 
the Dragon, is now in this city recruit- 
ing American soldiers for service in the 
Chinese army. The Chinese Government 
is now: éngaged in organizing a standing 
army Of 1,000,000. 

“The Government realizes,”’ said Liut. 
Stewart, “the grave necessity .of cre- 
ating a means of repelling invasion at 
home and_ inspiring respect abroad. 
With this obiect in view it is now or- 
ganizing a new army which, when fully 
formed, will be the wonder and admira- 
tion of the civiHzed world. 

““As the Chinese have always been an 
unwarlike people, the Imperial Govern- 
rnent realizes that the organizing and 
disciplining of this army should be done 
by a nation familiar with modern mil- 
itary tactics. At the present time the 
Chinese army is in a disorganized and 
shattered condition, and there is grave 
necessity for immediate | steps. being 
taken. , 

“This movement, like all other re- 
forms instituted and operated in China, 
Was conceived and initiated by the Chi- 
nese Empire Reform Association, of 
Which Kwang Hsu is head, while Kang 
Yu Wai and Leong Kai Chu are, re- 
spectively, president and vice-president. 
This organization embraces a member- 
ship numbering over forty million Chi- 
namen. The new secret society, Sinim 
Order of the Dragon, was organized by 
this society.’

SAVED BY WOMAN 
ABAUSTION FATAL 


Young Singer Rescued From 
Drowning in Surf, Dies 
on Beach. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—Saved from 
drowning by Sister Cyril of the Sisters 
of Mercy, and Father Cunningham, as- 
sistant pastor of St. Lucys Church, 
Jersey City, Jonn H. O”Brien, a choir 
singer, died of exhaustion on the beach 
at Rockaway Park yesterday.

He cried for 
help and Father Cunningham, a strong 
swimmer, started to his aid. 

Father Cunningham had gone but a 
short distance when he found that Sis- 
ter Cyril was behind him, swimming 
even more rapidly than he was. She 
reached O-Brien first and was holding 
him up when the assistant pastor got 
there. 

O'Brien was too far gone to make 
much of a struggle and Sister Cyril 
and Dr. Cunningham brought him in.

‘1S COUNTERFEITE 


Son of Pacific Express Com- 
pany’s, President Blames 
- Former Associate.

DENVER, Colo., Aug. 1.—On a charge 
of having counterfeiting apparatus in 
his possession, Dr. James D. Eggleston, 
son of James E. Eggleston, president 
of the Pacific Express Co., was arrested 
yesterday and held in $1000 bail.

Those who saw Frederick Glade make 
two wild pitches in succession on 
Monday had an opportunity to contrast 
his soinetimes effective but incorrect 
delivery with the very stylish and easy 
pitching motion of Denton T. Young 
of the Boston Club. 

Glade uses the difficult and trying 
side arm motion, Young the sweeping 
graceful overhand action. Contrasting 
the two it is really difficult to imagine 
Young making a wild pitch wide of the 
plate. He might get the ball too high 
or too low, but scarcely too far out of 
the catcher’s reach on either side, as 
Glade did. 

Glade is a worthy young man, a bit 
phlegmatic in disposition and torpid 
in action. He does wonderfully good 
work with his incorrect delivery. Had 
he, the smooth and natural action of 
Young, what a pitcher. he would be. 

Young has pitched ball longer than 
any of the first-class men. He was a 
contemporary of Rusie, Nichols and 
Meekin, who have passed from the 
game. Nichols, who possesses an even 
more perfect overhand delivery than 
Young, endured as long, and is still 
capable of pitching good ball. But the 
veteran Ohioan retains his speed and 
control to a remarkable degree. Prob- 
ably the oldest man playing ball—he 
was no boy when he entered the 
League 15 years ago—he is still one of 
the great pitchers of America. Glade, 
who is 15 years Young’s junior, is 
already reckoned sere. This is not as 
it should be. It all comes about through 
doing things’ the right way and the 
wrong. 


I am entirely in love with the manner 
in which the young men of Harvard 
and Cambridge have made their boat 
race. Quietly and without any flourish, 
the best college crews of America and 
England have agreed to meet and de- 
termine which is best. This looks to 
me like the sporting event of the cen- 
tury. If England had a great—pre- 
sumably a greater pugilist than we 
have—what a fuss we would make were 
this impossible Englishman matched 
with the American champion. Yet here 
we have no one man, 
the very pick and flower of our man- 
hood matched with the same number 
of England’s best. My word for it, this 
is true sport. He is lacking in sports- 
man’s blood, who, having the time and 
means, will fail to see this race. I 
would cheerfully give a year of life to 
have the privilege, whereas I would not 
cross the street to see the _champion 


boxer of England, however great, fight 


the champion boxer of America, for $1/- 
000,000. And in all my life I never want- 
ed anything so badly as to see this 
Harvard crew win. 


I have*scant patience with the open 
town idea, with the boxing match on 
every corner and behind every bar, 
with the sportsmanship which surges 
heavier with each glass of beer. So it is 
that I am not in sympathy with any 
move that would open Sti Louis to the 
pugilists. 

Under the beneficient laws of Mis- 
souri legitimate clubs can give the fin- 
est sort of boxing entertainments. Any 
bona fide club in the city can legally 
hold boxing entertainments for the ben- 
efit of members. Now what. more can 
any reasonable person ask? 

Every day I hear men say: “Why 
cannot we have a little sport if we 
want it? Why cannot the officers of 
the law wink at a little boxing match? 
Their present position is an infringe- 
ment upon the right of the individual.’”’ 

I have never found the good sports- 
man who pays liberally for the priv- 
ilege of seeing a boxing match find 
fault with the laws. I have noticed, 
too, that the men who chafe under 
these laws do not support the sport 
they bitterly complain.is denied them. 

On Saturday last a rather attractive 
little match was boxed on a steamboat. 
Less than 400 men paid to see it. Less 
than 400 in a population of 700,000, or, 
say, 400 men among the 20,000 adult 
males resident in St. Louis. In other 
words, less than one man in 2000 adult 
St. Loulsans thought enough of this 
rather neat little match to pay the 
very nominal sum of $1 to see it. 

The open town men amount to about 
this much. They make a great noise 
entirely disproportionate to their num- 
bers, but when it comes to supporting 


their part is to derive profit from such 
a condition, not to contribute to Its es- 
tablishment or maintenance. 

The saloons, the barber shops and the 
cigar stores do not, contrary to some 
pitiful logicians, make a town. That 
privilege belongs to the quiet, hard- 
working fellows of the office, shop and
